Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: though the prior art 
teaches silver beryllium alloy can be used for electrical contacts, as well as beryllium oxide films 
are useful to improve corrosion resistance, the prior art does not teach or suggest the instant 
combination of the presently claimed Ag-Be alloy located in the recesses of a dielectric layer, 
and wherein a BeO layer of about 1-10 nm forms (in regions exposed to an oxidizing atm) as a 
barrier layer to self encapsulate the Ag-Be alloy, substantially as presently claimed.
